In the ordinary course of the news 


events of the day the fact that a city 


of 10,000 people should vote prohi­ 


bition would not attract only passing 


notice, but in the case qf this city 


it wnas to be expected, says an Auro­ 


ra, Mo., dispatch. 


Aurora in the years of her history 
has been doing unique things. 
She 
is without doubt the largest city in 
the United States 
whose 
industries 
are almost exclusively mining that 
has deliberately taken such a step, 
and that so overwhelmingly. 
Her citizenship does not permit a 
negro to reside within her corporate 
limits, practically the last one having 
been legally executed a year ago for 
crime. . In 
her 
mining 
population 
there 
is 
not a foreigner employed, 
and a large percentage of her miners 
are home owners. 
Less than two years ago public at­ 
tention was drawn to tile fact that 
a movement had 
been 
started, 
by 
Rev. S. G. Ellio tt of this city, one of 
the wealthiest men of the section, to 
remove the 
national 
capitol 
from 
Washington to Aurora, and that the 
plans unanimously met the approval 
oi’ the Southwest Missouri Editorial 
association. 
Later the attention of the congress 
was called to the matter, and, while 
it was not seriously considered, of 
course, it nevertheless 
show'ed 
the 
optimism and confidence of the peo­ 
ple in the city’s future. 
Rev. Ellio tt was and 
in earnest 
regarding the matter. 
He stated that 
no city of its size in the world has 
so low a death rate. 
Only one un­ 
dertaker can make a livelihood here. 
He states that the m alarial and mias­ 
matic conditions surrounding W ash­ 
ington are a menace 
to 
good 
and 
wholesome legislation, and that the 
interior shouid furnish 
the 
capital 
site, not the coast line. 
Nearly forty years ago, 
while 
a 
member of the Kansas legislature, he 
advocated, the same plan to Senator 
Plumb, but the latter did not look 
with favor on the scheme. 
Probably no other city of its size 
in tlie country has so many miles of 
macadamized country roads leading 
to it. 
Eighty miles of 
such 
roads 
make travel easy at all times of the 
year. 
The city is probably more typically 
American than 
any 
other 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Cosmopolitanism

investigatio n by the o fficers o f the 
war departm ent did no t result in Hie 
mcriniinatio n o f any particular so l­ 
dier o r so ldiers. 
It was then alleged 
that the memb^i's o f Co mpanies B, C, 
and 1) had entered into a co nspiracy 
i ‘ silence to shield their guilty co m- 
lades. 
After investigatio n. President 
Ro o sevelt issued an o rder dismissing 
all the so ldiers o f these three co m­ 
panies fro m the service o f .the United 
States army, “witho ut ho no r.”

With o nly a few interruptio ns, the 
co mmittee held almo st daily sessio ns 
lo r fo ur mo nths, examining 156 wit­ 
nesses in all, including many o f the 
iicgi'o so ldiers who had

missed in disgrace fro m the service. 
Other witnesses were army o fficers, 
g!in experts aufl city 
o fficials 
and 
residents o f Bro wnsville. 
Befo re the 
co mmittee the negro so ldiers, many
